Their work. as usual.c u l ­ 
minated with the kindling of flames. 
The mob had lnrely finished its work 
and the fire had not yet gained great 
headway when police re enforcements 
rushed up Nassau street, under Cap­ 
tains W ar low and Thorne. 
While part 
of the, officers beat back the mob from 
th® Trlfmne building Captain War- 
low’s men extinguished the flames be­ 
fore great damage had been done. But 
not until scores of head* had been 
cracked did the crowd retreat before 
the officers' onslaught. 
Monday night 
was ona of terror 
throughout the city. 
Marauding bands 
held undisputed sway, while the sky

buildings and the night echoed with 
the reports of firearms. 


Colonel O'Brien*! Homa Looted. 
The neb s resumed their work early 
Tuesday. 
Learning that Colonel H. T. 
O’Brien of the Eleventh New York vol­ 
unteers was co-operating actively In 
the plans to put down the riot, a mob 
marched to his house on Hecond ave­ 
nue. between Thirty-fourth and Thirty- 
fifth streets, and sacked and looted «t. 
As they were finishing their work HOB 
policemen, tinder Inspector Carpenter, 
charged the mob, emptying their re­ 
volvers as they advanced. After a few 
moments of battle the riotera fled, ta k ­ 
ing refuge in nearby bouses and on 
roofs, from which they stoned tha po­ 
lice. 
While the battle wa* still under way 
Colonel O’Brien appeared with a de­ 
tachment of lits regiment and two field 
pieces 
in spite of the re enforcements, 
however, the mob rsllled and attacked 
again. 
The soldiers fired, and In the 
resulting battle aeven persons were 
killed and acorea were wounded, many 
fatally. 
Bitter fighting ensued Tuesday after­ 
noon about the building of the Union 
Steam works, at Twenty second afreet 
and Hecood avenue, which was held 
alternately by the police and soldier* 
and by the rioters.

By Friday the situation was so well 
in hand that Mayor o p d jk e Issued a 
proclamation declaring the rioting end­ 
ed sud urging citizens t** resume the 
normal course of their busine*!. 


At Leat! 400 Killed. 
The total casualties of the week of 
rioting were never actually known. It 
was conservatively estimated that at 
least 4*mI or MIO were killed, and some 
estimates ran as high as Lotto. 
Ac­ 
cording to polio* reports, many bodle* 
<*f slain rioters were hurried off and 
buried secretly. The death* of many 
who subsequently siiccuntlsMl to Hiplr 
wound*

causes. Approximately fifty buildings 
wen* burned by the mob*. Twenty of 
the rioters were indicted and tried aud 
nineteen were convicted, receiving sen­ 
tence* aggregating nearly IOO years. 
flimultanaously with the rioting in 
New York there were p i l l a r disturb­ 
ance# lo Boston. Jersey City, Troy and 
Jamaica, although none approached in 
seriousness the trouble# in the metropo­ 
lis. There also was forcible resistance 
to the draft In several exam Hee of Wla- 
rooftin and Pen nsy I van is. Sporadic out­ 
break* In various other places ceased as 
NMXtu as the New York riots subsided.

From the Ancient Chariot to the 
Modem Motorcar. 


EVOLUTION OF THE VEHICLE. 


Th* Creed* Cart* Used In th* (arty 
A|*a ley th* Roman* War* Follow** 
by Carriage*—T h en Cam * Covered 
Coach** W ith Door* and Window*. 


From the fork**! Moult of a tree to 
th* automobile Us* the evolution of 
th# Tebb I* expanded. 
For hundreds 
of ye a rt the chariot relyu^tl supreme. 
aud, bearing a fair resem blance to It 
•fe n in this day, crude form* of cart* 
on tw o wheel* are to be Keen in india, 
China, Ceylon, M el ho aud other coun­ 
tries. In China centuries ago the mali* 
ocjele wa* in great favor. 
This odd 
vehicle, much like the modern wheel 
harrow, la atilt In general u*e fu many 
pert* of the country and la propelled 
by uiuu power. 
Among the two wheeled vehicles In 
popular use In the Asiatic world may 
be mentioned the “ekka.” largely lived 


I ii northern India, and the fam ed Jin 
rlkltha of Japan. 
T he Romaii* flr>t 
established the nee of carriage* as 
private mean* of conveyance, aud with 
them these vehicle* attained a great 
variety of form aa well aa of or na 
m entation. 
In ail age* the employment of w heel­ 
ed vehicles ha* depended largely ui**u 
the condition of th# mad* on which 
they were to be used; aud the building 
of great highways, aut h an the Appiau 
way by Claudio* in 313 D CV, as well 
ae m any others, greatly facilitated the 
development 
of 
carriage 
traveling 
am ong the Roman* 
In Rome aa well 
ae in other large cl tie* of the empire 
H became necessary to restrict traw l j 
In carriages to a few pt-rson* of Ligti 
lank owing to the n an ow liens and 
crowded condition of the street*. 
For I 
the aam* reason the transport of good* i 
along the streets was forbidden be 
tw een son line and sunset. 
For long 
Journey* and to convey parties the 
“reda” and “carn ies” appear to have 
been mostly used 
During the empire the carriage which 
appear* In pictorial representation* of j 
public ceremonial* la the “carpenturn.” , 
It la very light, with two wheel*, som e­ 
time* coverts) and generally draw n by { 
two horses 
If a carriage wa* drawn 
hr four horses they were yoked abreast 
among the Greek* and Homans, not in 
pairs, as now. 
From th* Roman “car . 
ruca" are tracer! the modern English 
name 
“carriage,” the 
French 
“car- 
io**e” aud tire Italian "carra n a ." 
The “slrpea” »u* a very ancient form 
of vehicle, the bialy of which wa* of 
osier basketwork. 
It originated with 
th# Gaul*, by whom it 
h i * named 
“henna,” and was employed by them 
for the conveyance of persons aud 
gouda In times of i**ace and baggage 
and supplies in time of w ar 
On the Introduction of the feudal ay* 
tent throughout Kurope the use of car 
tinge* was for some tim e prohibited a* 
tending to render the vassal* less fit 
for m ilitary service 
Men of ail grade* 
and profession* rode ou bor**** or mules 
Horseback wa* the general mode of 
traveling, aud hems* the mendel* of 
rh# council, who at the diet and on 
other occasions wert* employed as ain 
l>a*tfador*r were called “rittmeister.*' 
In this rnauner also great lords made 
their public entry Into clite*. 
Coveted carriages were kuowu in the 
beginning of the fifteenth century, but 
their use wa* confined to ladies of the 
drat rank, aud it was accounted a re 
preach for tueu to ride iu them

a long time they were forbidden even 
to women, but by the end of the Mf j 
I eau th century they were t**lug em 
ployed by kings aud princes in lour* 
journeys and later on state occasion*.

THE STRAIT OF MESSINA. 


And th* Ancient Legends of Scylla and 
Charybdis. 
Tile Sicilian and Italian bauk* which 
bonier the strait of Messlnu for nearly 
twenty-five mile* to the ease and west 
are am ong the most luxuriant to be 
found iii a cruise of the M editerianeuu. 
Magnificent golden grove* of lemon 
aud orange and orchards of pom egran­ 
ate, w ith their brilliant red fruit, con­ 
trast wonderfully with the flower* of 
the almond tree* which perfum e the 
whole region. 
The strait I* entered from the Tyrrhe­ 
nian sea. im the north, at the narrow ­ 
est {Milut, th** distance between Punta 
d**l F ai*». on tlie Sicilian shore, and the 
mainland lighthouse ou Punta Fezxo 
being not more tbnu tw o mil***. 
'Hie 
whole of the Calabrian coast I* thickly 
sown with village*, some cltmslug to 
the beach, while others ctaA ber up the 
sides of well wooded hills which cut 
minute in I Le towering Mofttalto, ria 
lug to an elevation of more than a mile 
above the sea. 
Beyond the strait to 
the southw est loom* ever threatening 
Etna, the highest volcano In Europe. 
The Xuoat im portant city situated on 
the strait Is the once inuguifictiit sea 
port of Mcasina, which boasted a popu­ 
lation of 150,000 Inhabitants before 
“the world a most cruel earthquake" of 
I»ee 
3M, li#nS, tossed nearly FU.OUO 
lives away. 
T he b a rte r of Messina Is tjie largest 
and ^safest in the kingdom of Italy. 
with a depth of more than thirty fath ­ 
oms. 
Before the gn at calam ity It was 
visited annually by more than 5,<J0t> 
Tassels, 
which 
brought 
cargoes of 
wheat, cotton. wool aud hardw are and 
took aw ay In exchange lemon*, or­ 
ange*. almonds, wines, olive oil and 
silks. 
Much of Its commerce wa* and 
atlll I* carried on with the mainland of 
the kingdom bv rneana of a ferry line 
to Villa Sun Giovanni, only four and a 
half--attle* away. while Reggio, the 
chief *eui*ort- on the Italian side of the 
strait arid also the chief earthquake 
sufferer next to M edina. Is t**n miles 
to the southeast. 
Ferryboat* ply i*e- 
tweeu these points too. 
s Ilia, Lure, 
('atolls. Pellaro. S< aluta and Galatl are 
minor town* on the shore* of the strait. 
Homer did not accord a definite huh) 
tat iou for hi* terrible sea creatures, 
Hcylla ami PhtrjRatl*. but m ariner* fa ­ 
m iliar with the |**rils of the r***ks on 
tho Italian side o f the strait and with 
the strong eddies near the h u rler of 
Messina saw lit the m ythical munster** 
un explanation of such dancers. Kcylla 
was supposed to I*** a horrible creature 
with sit head* and a d«*cn feet, who 
barked like a dog. 
She dwelt iii a 
lofty ca\e, from which she rushed 
whenever a ship tried to i*a»s beneath, 
ami she would snatch the unlucky sea­ 
men from tile rigging or as they stood 
at the helm endeavoring to guide their 
vesaela through the perilous passage. 
Charybdis dwelt under a rock only a 
bowshot away, on the opp.-dte shore. 
The second creature sucked in aud 
blew out sea w ater three tim es a day, 
.iud woe to the ship caught In the 
maelstrom of It* m onth! 
Poets who cs me after the great 
Greek bard embroidered the legend to 
suit their fancy. 
Ovid. for example, 
described 
Scylla 
as 
the 
beautiful 
daughter of a sea god who incurred 
the jealousy of our of the immortals 
aud who wa* changed Into a sea mon­ 
ster. 
A second transform ation made 
her a rock perilous to navigators. Home 
poets described Char*bdl* as an old 
woumu* who seized and devoured the 
cuttle of Hercules, ain! in punishment 
for this act the demigod'* father, all 
powerful Zeus, cast her Into the aea, 
where her appetite is*rslsted, but her 
tastes changed from cattle to ships aud 
seamen

T I FFE D e r r LM REHS.—Remove 
lh** rind of two large cue mullers, 
<-nt them into pieces (hive int lie* 
In length, stam p out carefully the cen 
ter of each by menus of a round cutter.
